Henderson Issues 
Warning To Avoid 
‘Red?’ Literature 


No Evidence Found Here 
Yet Is Report 


Frank A. Henderson,  superin- 
tendent of schools, warned city 
school principals this week to 
avoid having books on Communism 
in their libraries. ‘ 

Superintendent Henderson  ex- 
plained that the local school sys- 
tem must take this step to avoid 
criticism, pointing out that other 
Southern California schools have 
had considerable trouble in con- 
nection with Communistic _ liter- 
ature. 


Approval Voiced 
W. Maxwell. Burke, a member 
of the board of education, ques- 


tioned the authority of the school 


principals in determining whether 
books are Communistic. Rolla R. 
Hayes and M. B. Youel, other 
board members, voiced their ap- 
proval of Henderson’s warning. 
Youel declared that the libraries 
here should be watched carefully 
to avoid criticism. ; 

It was pointed out that no evi- 
dence of “Red” propaganda had 
been uncovered in Santa Ana.
